The  Urban  District  is  served  from  the  works  of  the  Stockport  Corporation 
Wat  er  Unde rt alcing . 


The  water,  which  is  chemically  treated  to  prevent  plumbo- solvent  action, 
is  stored  in  impounding  reservoirs,  treated  by  mechanical  filtration  plant 
and  subsequently  chlorinated*  It  has  been  satisfactory  (a)  in  quality  and 

(b)  in  quantity. 

Bacteriological  examinations  are  made  monthly  of  the  raw  water  and  weekly 
of  the  treated  water  going  into  supply,  the  results  being  satisfactory. 
Chemical  Analyses  are  made  monthly  of  the  raw  water  and  treated  water  going 
into  supply,  again  with  satisfactory  results.

( i i i ) Private  Swimming  Baths . 

The  District  has  one  Private  Swimming  Bath,  situate  at  Bramhall, 
comprising  one  Outdoor  Pool  and  one  Indoor  Pool. 

Visits  have  been  made  for  the  purpose  of  te  sting  the  water  for 
chlorination  and  acidity,  the  tests  being  carried  out  at  the  time  of  visit. 
The  Department  has  its  own  apparatus  for  carrying  out  the  necessary  tests. 

( i v ) Publi_c_  Hall  Sanitation . 

The  sanitary  accommodation  at  all  Public  Halls  and  Other  Places  of 
Entertainment  is  inspected  on  request  and  a Certificate  granted  to  the 
applicant  where  the  accommodation  is  found  to  be  sufficient  and  properly 
maintained.  This  Certificate  is  considered  by  the  Local  Licensing 
Justices  when  Licences  are  under  review.  During  the  year,  22  such 
Certificates  were  granted. 


( v ) Moveable  Dwellings . 

No  action  has  been  necessary  under  this  heading  during  the  year. 

( vi ) Pet_  Animals  Act , 1951 . 

The  occupiers  of  three  premises  in  the  Urban  District  are  licensed 
to  use  such  premises  as  Pet  Shops.  All  the  premises  were  visited  during 
the  year  and  conditions  found  were  satisfactory. 

(vii)  Rodent  Control. 

The  Council  employs  one  Rodent  Operative,  who  made  715  visits  and 
inspections  during  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1958.  In  addition,  147  visits 
and  inspections  were  made  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors.  All  types  of 
properties  have  been  inspected  and  treatments  carried  out  where  infestations 
were  discovered. 
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The  Council's  Refuse  Tip,  Sewage  Works  and  Depots  were  regularly 
treated,  and  the  treatment  of  Sewers  in  the  Urban  District  was  again 
carried  out,  all  with  good  results.

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All  condemned  food,  other  than  meat  and  offals,  is  disposed  of 
by  tipping  on  the  Council's  Refuse  Tip.  There  need  he  no  apprehension 
on  the  part  of  the  general  public  as  to  this  moans  of  disposal  of 
unsound  foodstuffs,  as  all  tins  are  punctured  and  jars  broken  before 
burying  at  a depth  of  eight  feet . 

Condemned  meat  and  offals  arc  removed  from  the  slaughterhouses  by 
private  contract  for  ultimate  conversion  into  fertilisers. 

( d)  Food  Poisoning. 

Forty-seven  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  were  investigated  during  the 
year.  One  case  was  of  a mild  typo,  the  causative  agent  not  being 
identified.  The  remaining  46  cases  followed  an  outbreak  at  a Works 
Canteen  in  the  Area. 

Between  6 p.m.  on  Tuesday,  29th  October  and  7 a.m.  on  Wednesday, 

30th  October,  46  persons  out  of  a total  of  83  who  ate  lunch  at  a Works 
Canteen  in  Hazel  Grove  wore  taken  ill  with  abdominal  pain  and  diarrhoea. 
Two  of  these  cases  also  complained  of  nausea  and  in  one  there  was  also 
vomiting.  In  all  cases  the  symptoms  were  mild  and  in  the  majority 
recovery  was  complete  within  24  hours;  all  were  fully  recovered  within 
48  hours.  Only  one  case  required  medical  treatment,  and  only  four 
failed  to  report  at  work  on  the  morning  of  Y/ednesday , 30th  October. 

The  vehicle  of  infection  was  found  to  bo  steak  and  kidney  pie, 

Cl.  Welchii  being  isolated  from  samples  submitted  to  the  Laboratory. 

The  pic  had  been  cooked  on  the  Monday,  allowed  to  cool  slowly  and  kept 
overnight  without  refrigeration  prior  to  serving  on  the  following  day 
(Tuesday)  after  rc-wa.rming. 

Advice  was  given  to  the  canteen  staff  to  prevent  a recurrence  of  the 
incident .

REFUSE  AHD  SALVAGE  C OLLECTI OF 
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REFUSE  Ain)  SALVAGE  iLOLLECT_IOI  AND  DISPOSAL 

At  31st  March,  1.958,  the  Council  had  four  mechanically-operated 
vehicles  available  for  the  collection  of  house  refuse  and  trade  refuse, 
with  trailers  attached  to  the  vehicles  for  the  collection  of  salvage. 

The  disposal  of  all  house  refuse  and  trade  refuse  is  by  controlled 
tipping  at  the  Council's  Tip  in  Linnoy  Road,  Bramhall.  This  is  the  site 
of  the  disused  Sewage  Disposal  Works.  The  tip  is  constantly  inspected 
for  likely  infestation  by  rats,  flies  and  crickets. 

The  Council's  Scheme  for  the  provision  of  dustbins  throughout  the 
District,  commenced  in  January,  1950?  continued  to  operate  during  the 
year,  and  up  to  313^  March,  1958,  the  Council  had  supplied  6,995  bins 
to  properties  in  the  District.
